President Garfield gave bimself day and 
night to (he duties of his office, and the 
constraint on his nerves nnd strength told 
upon him very apparently even in the 
short time that ho held the office. 


At first, Saturday was the day chosen 


by President Arthur 
when he should 


seclude himself from the crowd of- (sight- 
seers aud business callers who daily be- 
siege tho White House, but as that day is 
the one whan Senators* mid -Representa- 
tives arc most at leisure to look after af- 
fairs which necessitate a call upon the 
President (both houses of Congress usual- 
ly adjourning over that day), he decided 
upon Monday as "his" day.. Tuesdays 
and Fridays have long been ''cabinet 
days." Members of Congress, however, 
are received on these days from 10 to 1^ 
o'clock. 
The latter hour is the lime for 


the regular cabinet meeting. 
Wednes- 


days, Thursdays and Saturdays are what 
are known as business days, when those 
who have business affairs to lay before 
the President, or wh'o merely wish to see 
him nnd shake him by the hand, are re- 
ceived from 11 til! 1 o'clock. 


The 
President generally breakfasts 


about 0.30 o'clock, lunulictTftt 2, if the 
pressure of business allows him, and dines 
at 7.30 o'clock. 
About -I o'clock lie goes 


out driving. 
During the evening he 


almost always has a number of callers, 
either personal friends or. officials, with 
whom he has appointments. When the 
last caller 1ms departed, tho President 
usually devotes several hours to matters 
which he has set aside to be considered at 
this time, or which have been crowded 
over during the press of the day. 
It is at 


this time that a decision IK readied on 
many matters of weight, including fre- 
quently important appointments. 
The 


rules which have been (aid down in the 
White IlpusE) are not deviated from cx- 
cept in case of special appointment. 
In 


fact, business is done somewhat as it waif 
under tho Jackson and Grant regimes. 


It will be. remembered that President 


Garftold's private secretary, All'. -T. Stan- 
ley Brown, noted in the sanio capacity 
for President Arthur for a lime.

While they do not charge the recent mur- 
ders on the leaders in the Land League 
movement they -declare tlmt such is the 
unrest of the masses, imd the disposition 
towards outrage and murder that soft 
words, such as they had begun to utter, 
will 110 longer ivaswer. 


The position of the government was 


set forth in Parliament last evening when 
Sir William Harconrt in the absence of 
(Gladstone set forth the new policy. 
Ac- 


cording to the cablegram Sir William be- 
gan by stating that the government had 
considered the question of instituting a 
military tribunal, but had come to the 
conclusion that 
to resort 
fo such a 


measure was undesirable. 
There was 


ample testimony that fhe heart of Ireland 
was Round, but Ireland was sulforing from 
the bane of secret- societies, lie char- 
acterized the prevalence of crime there as 
a national disgrace. 
He said the time has 


arrived for the entire House to unite in 
taking steps to repress it. 
The ease wo 


deplore today is not a solitary one. Crime 
is a plague spot on Irelaud, and I believe 
the Irish people desire its removal. 
It 


springs from secret societies und must ne 
extirpated. 
The mainspring of crime is 


the expectation of immunity, wliich is 
only too well founded. 
Tlie government 


has, 
therefore, concluded that it is neces- 


sary in those places where the ordinary 
law is nnt observed, that special tribunals, 
consisting of three judges, bo appointed 
by the lord lieutenant to try cases with- 
out a jury. The judgment of ihe court 
must be unanimous. Appeal can be made 
to the.Supreme Court, the judgment of 
the latter fo be given by a majority of 
judges. 
The Supreme Court may dimin- 


ish but cannot increase the severity of 
sentences. Parliament will be asked to 
provide special remuneration for special 
judges. 


The bill also contains the 
following 


provisions:—It gives power lo search for 
secret apparatus for riurder, such 
as

His master died soon aftor 


heir arrival in that city, and Stuart 
I'orkcd his passage home before the mast, 
nd began the practice of hisrhos<m pro- 
cssion at Newport, R. T.

by mo that he ever made any serious at- 
tempt in tho direction of either of these 
departments of painting.

a gentleman of tho old school, of great 
cnnvorKnlioi.al powers a ml ntirthness. 


My oldest brother having received an 


invitation to become a private tutor in a 
wealthy family in Lexington, Ky,, 
loft 


home in thn year 1818 in company with 
liev. Horace Uolh-y, 1). 1).. who had re- 
ceived the i!pp«>iiit!!!C!it of president of 
Transylvania l/mvorsity, and was on his 
way lo the assumption of (ho duties of that 
oilice. 
After :i very fuw years tho family 


alluded to became embarrassed, and my 
brother received, in part payment for 
arrearages, uu order for two copies of the 
portrait of Washington, dnuvn by Homo 
purty who had a valid claim upon Mr. 
Stuart to the amount of several hundred 
dollars. 
Mr. S. had previously lixed his 


price for painting two napies of fhe head 
of (ientral Washington at such a sum as 
would absorb tho amount of his indebted- 
ness to the party idluded to. 


The order came by mail, with the re- 


quest from my brother that it should be 
presented at once. UK it was desirable tlmt 
the portrait should bo forwarded to Jfem- 
tucky at us early a day as practicable—a 
sale of the paintings having already been 
efl'octed. This request was complied with, 
the order accepted and the paintings com- 
menced upon. 


The great number of Mr. Stuart's or-

tended to delay fhe entire execution of 
this new demand upon the time and 
talent of the great artist.

font idly struck with the powers of Mr. 
Stuart's genius.

I was biUden to Mr. Stuart's presence. 


There he stood, a rather rotund gentle- 
man of the old school, with florid com- 
plexion, pallet in hand, working upon 
Hie portrait of a lady who was prestmt, 
Lest my presence should im construed 
into an intrusion by Ihe lady I instinctive- 
ly receded toward 
t he door T imd just 


entered. 
"Come in, conn; in. my lad!" 


shouted thn artist, in a stentorian voice, 
but with a most genial look of welcome. 
lie was habited in a half-worn but re- 
spectable .suit of black coat and knee 
breeches, long.- black silk .stockings and 
shoes. His shirt was frilled at tho bosom, 
and the plaits were loaded with snuff, of 
which he made profuse application to his 
olfactories. 


The brush used by Mr. Stuart on this 


occasion had a handle some two feet long, 
and his practice was to take hold of fhe 
extreme end. 
In applying it to the can- 


vas, it was done with such an air of ap- 
parent carelessness 
that an observer 


would lie led to suppose the result would 
bo a daub unworthy of a common tavern 
sign painter. 
Nov.- he would ask a ques- 


tion as to my mission, and .hen would 
apply a pinch of his cherished .sternuta- 
tory. 
Now he would look at his sitter, 


and with some ludicrous anecdote extort 
a naturalness of expression from the lady,

those who were familiar with the subject 
of this fuw/itttr that (Itis exhibition was 
but an epitome of the artist's every diiy 
life. 
Ho was a keen student of human 


nature, and, as previously intimated, one 
of the great secrets of his success lay in 
Mm fund of anecdotes 
with which his 


mind was stored, and Ihe ingenuity with 
which they were adapted—usually suc- 
cessfully -to relax the muscles of his 
sittevs'jfaces and give opportunity for a 
natural expression of the whole counte- 
nance.
